$31,175 in earnings. Ten other 
firsts added what the prize horse 
did not collect. 
Raoul Walsh, the Holly wood 
director, with his timely pur­ 
chase of Grey ola, derby victor, 
stands third out with $29,200, 
the price the three-y ear-old he 
purchased from the Coubrns of 
Chicago, paid him by taking the 
second largest stake of the win­ 
ter meeting. 
Not far behind comes Baron 
Long. San Diego, ¡Cal., owner. 
The Baron saw 35 of his horses 
cross the wire in front during 
the y ear, with Hatrick leading 
this parade of firsts with four 
wins. 
The Long stable leaned 
$26,250 in prize money as a re­ 
sult of its numerous firsts. 
To Joe Redding, a freckled, 
red-haired y outh from Kansas 
City , goes the honor of riding 
the most winners. This appren­ 
tice jockey booted 75 of his 
mounts home in front and add­ 
ed to this 42 second places, and 
so thirds.

Farmers have secured 19,963 
;ons of fertilizer through their 
own state buy ing organization 
this spring, according to M 
J . 
Briggs assistant manager of the 
Indiana Farm Bureau Coopera­ 
tive Ass’n, who made the state­ 
ment at the offices in Indianap­ 
olis this week. This is the largest 
spring tonnage that has been 
purchased 
cooperatively 
by 
farmers • of the state since the 
association 
was 
established 
seven y ears ago. The tonnage 
figures show a gain of approx i­ 
mately 700 tons over the spring 
of 1929 as of May 1. 
Distribution of fertilizers by 
the 'purchasing departm ent of 
the Indiana Farm Bureau are 
made through affiliated county 
organizations 
of 
which 
there 
are seventy -seven incorporated 
units. 
Member 
patrons 
will 
share in the net profits of the 
organization at the close of the 
season’s business at which time 
they will receive refunds in the 
form 
of 
patronage 
dividends 
thus 
effecting 
a 
considerable 
savings in the purchase of fer­ 
tilizer so important in a profit­ 
able production program on the 
farm. 
Although a less tonnage of 
fertilizers will be used by Indi­ 
ana farmers this spring as com­ 
pared with the corresponding 
season of 1929, the farm er-own­ 
ed organization has forged ahead 
in volume of business, according, 
to Mr. Briggs. This is not only 
true in the cooperative purchas­ 
ing of fertilizers but also in the 
buy ing of feeds, seeds, gasoline/ 
kerosene, lubricating oils, m a­ 
chinery , binder twine and other 
farm supplies. 
Most of the fertilizers pur­ 
chased cooperatively by farmers 
in Indiana this season will be 
used in the production of corn, 
oats, potatoes and sugar beets. 


Washington—(/P)—The

tice of thrift by American in­ 
dustry nets at least $7 50,000,000, 
according to the departm ent of 
commerce, through the salvag­ 
ing of material from scrapheaps 
and refuse containers.

An item may hav e v ery little — thou gh still

This enormous quantity of oil 
wr>s used in the manufacture of 
butter substitutes and soaps and 
therefore entered into direct 
competition with our dairy inter- 
ests and swine raisers. I have no 
doubt but that the present low 
price in butter and lard is due 
largely to this enormous impor- 
tation of, vegetable oils. 


The Philippine Islands also 


'exported to the United States be- 
tween 500 and 600 million tons 
of sugar, displacing an equal 
amount of American grown beet 
and cane sugar. So long as the 
islands can continue to export to 
the United States, vegetable oil 
and sugar duty free, so long will 
the American farmer continue to 
pay the bill for their occupation.

farmer compete with the Ameri- 
can farmer, but the Filipino who 
comes to the United States to

OH AWING TJiE LINE. 


Speaking impersonally and without reference 


to any current event or group of persons it may 
be said that there is a curious notion and one 


widely held, that newspapers exist chiefly for tile 
purpose of giving publicity to all who may think 
they ought to have it. While there is no great 
harm in 'this attitude, and the papers themselves 
are largely responsible for it, it is still well to re- 
member that the business of newspapers is to. 
print the news, whatever publicty that may bring 
being incidental, and by the way. To print what 
i?, not newi simply to gratify the craving of cer- 
tain people for prominencefthis surely is not the 
business of the newspaper. 


There is" in this/ country today a passion f or 


conspicuonsness, and even notoriety, that is at 
least not admirable. 
Carlyle, in his essay on 


Cromwell, dealt with this malady, for such it is. 
Writing of dne thus stricken, he says: "He can 
not walk in quiet paths; unless you will look at 
him, wonder at him, write paragraphs about 
him, he can not Uve." 
Men who really make 


news, whether through good or bad actions, can 
not avoid publicity, though to many -of them it 
is exceedingly distasteful. But such publicity is 
not sought — it grows out of. the situation. 
The 


papers can not withhold it without withholding 
real news. It is not "given" by the papers. 


Of course — looking at the matter from the 


point of view of the newspapers — it is not al- 
ways easy to tell what is and what is not news. 
An item may have very little — though still 
some — news value, and yet. its' publication may 
confer the greatly coveted boon of publicity. The 
fact that it does the latter is not of itself enough 
to warrant the exclusion of the item. In a ssnse, 
tpo, everything is news. So the problem is by no 
means always an easy one. But the • principle 
seems to be clear, though it is not always easy to 
apply. That principle is that newspapers are not 
pi imarily agents of publicity as such. To depart 
from this principle is to become a house organ or 
propagandist, for which there is a field, but that j 
is not the function of a general newspaper.
